The file server, the client machine, and the file transfer server can ha 
remotely located from each othe r and can each be connected to an internet. The client 
machine can includ e a Web browser, which displays a Web page associated with a URL. 
The client machine ca n convey a file request which includes the URL , to the file transfer 
server. The file tran sfer server can establish a direct connection with the file server. At 
l east one file associated with the URL can be conveyed over the direct connection and 
stored in a storage s pace specified bv the file transfer server. The storage space can be 
remotely located from the client machine.

I n one app l ication of this, a 
c l ient ie unabl o to i notantly download a largo file booauso tho computer work c tation tho 
cli e nt i s then uoing oporatos at a l ow speed unsu i tod for that purpos e , fn othor 
applications, the c l ient i s unab l o to download a f i l e b e cauco tho client' s workstat i on io 
behind a firowoll that offectivoly b l ocko that action. In thocc applications, tho transfer 
sorvioo is useful to e ff e ctiv el y oithor circumv e nt r e strictions of tho firewal l , or to del i v e r 
th e file to tho cliont at a workstation that is not beh i nd tho firewall. The contemp l ated 
s e rvice retrieves and stores data filoc at sourco l ocat i ons dosignatod by client 
workstations, and conf i rms comp l etion of theso operat i ons to tho cl i ont ( e .g. v i a an o 
ma il mossago). When the cliont is at a workstation able to r e c e iv e fi le s storod by tho 
s e rvice, the cl i ont connects to tho son/ i co and requests transmittal of r e sp e ct i vo files. 
Upon authonticat i ng the c l i e nt's i dentity and subscription, th e transfer s e rv i ce makos tho
